Will Be An Important Junction Point 
on the C.N.R.—Is 114 Miles From 
Calgary. 


Munson, Dec, 15.—Over here across 
the Red Deer river, about 114 miles 
northeast of Calgary, on the new 
Canadian Northern Railway, there Is 
a little town called Munson. In the 
foriner days this place was known 4s 
Fox Coulee, but upon the location of 
a townsite there by the C.N.R. the 
name was changed to Munson in 
honor of Mr. Munson, who is general 
solicitor for this railroad, 

For many years the vast areas of 
land lying in east of the Red Deer 
river have been passed up by the pio- 
neers, who preferred instead the 
bleak, cold uninviting Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba plains to equally good 
or better land in Sunny Southerh Al- 
berta. Then a few daring souls 


pushed over across the river and 
homesteaded and by and by a few 
more followed, but 60 and, 70 miles 


to the nearest railway station hada 


tendemey to feaze all but the, m 
intrepid, and the district for many, 
years remained sparsely settled, 


Then along in 1908 and 1909 people 
began to get wise to this vast fertile 


area, and it was but a short time then 
until the whole country was literally 
dotted with homestead shacks, a 
hardy, intrepid race of pioneers the 
courage of whose convictions has 
been well borne out by their judg- 
ment. 

Then the railroads caught on, o 
rather, the railroaders. Take any 


map you may of Alberta and examine 
it carefully and you will observe that 
from the Red Deer river east to the 
Alberta-Saskatchewan boundary there 
are no railroads passing north and 
south, and no east and west lines be-

FORMER DIDSBURY 
_ MANMAKES CONFESSION 


Re ete 
Tells Oregon Police He Killed a Wo- 
man Whose Body Was Found Be- 
side the Tracks—The Police, 
Howevér, Think He is Demented.

14.—Besides the 
tracks a mile south 
of Medford there was found, a few 
days ago, thé body of a woman and 
it was supposed that she had been 
killea by a train, until, tonight, E 
G. Brooks, a native of Switzerland, 
and recently of Didsbury, Alta, 
where he claims his brother is at 
present residing, surrendered himself 
to the local police and confessed that

he had murdered hr becaus she re- 
fused to give him 50 cents. 

The dead woman has beeen identi- 
fied as Mrs. Belle Ellis, and when 
found she was lying beside the ties, 
her faee lying in the blood, which 
oozed from a wound in her head. 
Immediately the conclusion was 


reached by thee authorities that she 
been struck by the Shasta Lim- 
ited, and the story of her murder 
would never have been known had 
not Brooks’ conscience led him to 
confess 

Brooks told the police tonight that 
he Met the woman on the track, in 
the darkness early Wednesd@y morn- 
ing, and asked her to give him 50 
cents, When she refused, he says, 
he pulled a hammer from his pocket 
and hit her over the head, Then he 
threw the hammer away. 

The woman did not sp@ak after- 
ward, he said. He searched her 
clothing and found $16 in her pock- 
els. He put the money in his pocket 
and walked to Medford. 

The murdered woman was seen on 
the streets of Medford several days 
ago She continually made inquiries 
for a man named “Fred’’ and acted 
as if she was drunk. Ordered off the 
streets by the police, she started to- 
ward the depot

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Barbarous Compaign in Hills West of 
Chibuehun—Mexicen Revolution. 
ists Comptetely Routed by Federal 
Troops.

15.—The Mexi- 
completely routed 
the revolutionists in Chihuahua and 
captured the city of Guerrero, ac- 
cording to a telegram received by the 
State department from Ambassador 
Wilson, in Mexico City. “This has 
cleared the state of Chihuahua and 
otehr parts of the country,” said Mr. 


Wilson, “of all organized resistance 
to the government.” 
Rancho Santiago, near Pedernales, 


Dec, 12 (via El Paso, Texas, Dec, 15) 
—In yesterday's engagement, the re- 
volutionists fought General Navarro 
to a standstill, although inferior in 
numbers, All told, 74 persons are 
Known to have been killed, Navarro 
took no prisoners. It is contrary to 
orders. 

There was @ horrible example of 
the barbarity of the campaign after 
the battle, when every man in the 
hamlet of Cerro Prito (Dark Hill), 
was brought before the Mexican com- 
mander to prove his innocence of par- 
ticipation in the revolt. Thirty could 
not do this and as fast as their iden- 
tity became known they were taken 
out and shot. They are included in 
the number of dead

dead at one captain, one lieutenant 
and twelve soldiers. Twenty-seven of 
his men, including two officers, are 


seriously wounded, Among the latter 
Was General. Brandon, especial officer 
of the Mexican Herald and a resident 
of Panama. One bullet hit his horse 
pierced the animal's neck and lodged 
in the rider's abdomenal muscles and 
another bullet hit the rider in the 
wrist. Brandon is the champion 
middleweight wrestler of Mexico, 
Prisoners Bayonetted, 

Five insurgents who ran out of am- 
munition and surrendered were bay- 
onetted, One of them who had faint- 
ed from a bullet which grazed his 
temnple, took the bayonet thrust in 
the ribs and was left for dead, but 
during the night he recovered Hie 
grinned as he told hig story to the 
general today and the latter laughed 
heartily 

The Fight in the Hills. 

The battle which began at 
o'clock in the morning and lasted 
until fou rin the afternoon occurred 
at the village of Cerro Prieta, a hun- 
dred miles west of Chihuahua, at the 
base of two low hills, nine miles east 
of here Tw hundred revolutionists 
had occupied the hills during the pre- 
vious night When General Navar- 
ro with 450 of his advance’ guard, 
passed east of the hills, the insur- 
gents opened fire but did little dam- 
age ,OWing to the distance. 

later, when the fleld-pieces came 
up, Navarro shelled them from their

positions. The revolutionists retired 
slowly, firing from the shelter of the 
adobe houses which dot the mesa. 
At #ix o'clock, the ammunition hav- 
ing run low, they took up a position 
at the base of a range of low moun- 
taing five miles southwest of Cerro 
Prieta There was no further fight- 


ing, despite the proximity of the two 


forces, which in itself indicates a 
drawn battle. The camp fires can 
be seen from here tonight. 


During the fighting on Sunday the 
original 200 insurrectors were rein- 
forced by 350 of their comrades, Two 
hundred more arrived tonight, and it 


Wag stated that by morning there 
would bee 400 more from west of 
here 


Nevarro, contrary to report, has no 
rapid fire gun, only fleld pieces. The 
Parral contingent, however, is bring- 
ing rapid firers.

The most serious loss suffered by 
the revxglutionists occurred in an 
adobe house in Which they had taken 
cover.
